(CITY BUDGET 
‘FOR 1947-48 
PASSED MON. 


An eight-cent increase in park 
purposes and an additional two 
cents for library use forced an in- 
crease of 10 cents in the city tax 
rate when the council met Monday 
night to pass on the budget for 
1947-48. The new budget calls for 
an estimated expenditure of $316,-

The general fund budget, includ- 
ing administration, engineering, 
maintenance, streets and butidings, 
was set at $270,894.51. 

The city is looking to an ex- 
pected revenue of $34,000 from the 
Albany race track to finance a flat 
per cent increase in all city em- 
ployees’ salaries. This money will 
come from the $100 per day tax on 
the track, levies of five cents on 
each admission ticket and various 
s on the operation of the 
track. Williams pointed out that
